Unfortunately, after many years 
in production, and five years in Outlooks, 
the creators of the strip retired in June. 
Although there were strips still available 
from prior to them joining with Outlooks, 
that given would be new to our readers, it 
meant starting the story anew with strips 
from the 1990’s. So we decided to retire 
the strip with the retirement of the 
creators. 


In October we will be introducing a very

At twenty-five years of age, 
Brandon is a 2007 Point Scholar (the US’s 
largest LGBT scholarship foundation) and 
was named the Jonathan D. Lewis Point 
Scholar for his merit as a future 
progressive leader.

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Noah’s Arc: Jumping the Broom

oah’s Arc, the very successful 
queer television story about four 
gay black men sharing their lives and 
loves is about to make the giant leap 
from TV to the movie screen. The 
television program was an immediate 
hit from the very first 
episodes, and went on 
to become the most 
popular series on Logo, 
the division of MTV with 
programming specifically 
geared toward the 
GLBT audience—with 
over twenty million 
subscribers. Audiences 
quickly became taken 
with these four best friends and their 
attempt to find a balance between looking 
for love, maintaining careers and the day 
to day struggles of life in Los Angeles. A 
key element to the show’s success is the 
strong relationship between the main 
characters: Noah, the screenwriter; Alex, 
the HIV/AIDS educator, Ricky, the clothing 
store owner and Chance, the college 
professor. Each has a different approach 
to work, life and the pursuit of love but, 
during good times and bad, each of them 
knows he has the full Support of the

on Logo during its two-year run. Pretty 
good results for an idea that creator and 
executive producer, Patrik-lan Polk had 
thought would be a direct to DVD project. 
Originally produced independently on a 
shoestring budget, with one member of 
the cast using his own 
truck for make-up, 
hair and wardrobe, 
there was little 
indication then of the 
success Noah’s Arc 
would later achieve. 
“Never in my wildest 
dreams could | have 
imagined this little 
independent show in 
movie theatres!” said Polk recently. 


Now, Polk and his Tall Skinny Black Boy 
Productions, along with Logo, are bringing 
the story to the big screen. Brian Graden, 
the president of Logo said, “Noah’s Arc 
has so many dimensions’ and 
possibilities, so advancing to the feature 
film format is an exciting way to motivate 
our loyal fans and engage an even wider 
audience.” The Logo website states that 
the film will “leave the door open for 
sequels, additional television seasons 

and specials.” 


The full-length feature is 
called Noah’s Arc: Jumping the 
Broom. Jumping the broom is an 
old marriage tradition in Africa 
and other parts of the world and 
the film will pick up from the 
cliffhanger ending of the second 
series. Noah’s Arc was known 
for its frank, exuberant sexuality 
and according to Patrik-lan Polk, 
the film’s writer, director and 
producer, the film will continue 
with an even bolder, more 
provocative approach. Polk 
describes the plot of the movie 
as a “romantic romp” but as for 
who might be getting married, he 
says you will have to see the 
movie to find out. 


The deliciously handsome 


as a result the province has developed 
world-class crews and technical people 
who are much in demand year round. Lail 
McCall, one of the producers for Noah’s 
Arc: Jumping the Broom said the “all Nova 
Scotia crew was incredible” and 
described the time spent in the province 
as a “great experience for everyone.” The 


only downside, said McCall with a laugh, 
was the unpredictability of the weather, 
which sometimes held up outside shots, 
but only briefly. (As we say here in the 
Maritimes “If you don’t like the 
weather, wait five minutes and 
it'll change.”) 


The production took place in 
February and March of this year, 
with the grand historic property 
known as The Captain’s House 
in Chester as the main shooting 
location. Shelli Stevens, the 
project manager for The 
Captain’s House, described 
her experience with the cast and 
crew as a very positive one. 
Everyone was friendly and easy- 
going, according to Stevens who 
also added, “having a film shot 
in the middle of winter added 
great excitement to the 
community.” She only regrets 
that her work schedule did not 
allow her time to see more than 
“one tiny segment of the 
filming.” 


There is a dearth of images of gay black 
men on television and movie theatres. 
We know there are queer men of colour 
out there, so why don’t we see them 
represented more often in print or on the 
big or little screens? John Amaechi, the 
out, former NBA star, said that during a 
book tour a woman came up to him and 
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Darryl Stephens will reprise his |

others. Colleagues, other friends, lovers 
may come and go but the essential 
relationship of Noah, Alex, Ricky and 
Chance remains rock solid. 


The first ever television series about 
gay men of colour, Noah’s Arc has been 
described as Queer as Folk meets Sex in 
the City. The show and its stars received 
the most viewer mail and webpage traffic 
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Vincent and Doug Spearman 
playing Alex, Ricky and Chance, 
the ARC of the title. 


The storyline for the wedding movie 
takes place in Martha’s Vineyard but was 
actually filmed in Chester, a small village 
on Nova Scotia’s South Shore, best 
known for yachting and boating and the 
wealthy visitors who make it their summer 
home. Nova Scotia has become a 
favourite film site since the 1990’s and

said that until she heard him speak 
that evening she did not realize that 
there were any gay black men. Author 
E. Lynn Harris and others have written 
extensively about the social and family 
pressures that keep many North 
American black men closeted or in 
denial about their sexuality—the familiar 
“downlow” phenomenon. For many queer

men of colour coming out carries 
a much higher risk of losing 
family and friends than it does 
for their white counterparts. 


All of this makes the success 
of Noah’s Arc all the more 
remarkable and let us hope it will 
be the beginning of atrend. The 
popularity of Noah’s Arc, as a 
series, shows that clearly there 
is an audience for gay black 
characters who are sexual, 
funny, uninhibited and whose 
lives are too big to be 
constrained by the closet and 
who have too much joy and pride 
in themselves to live in the 
shadows of the downlow.

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The New Uru-Gay Beckons

y \though it is almost the smallest 
country in South America, Uruguay 
obviously has a big heart when it comes 
to gay visitors. Bordered by Brazil to the 
north and Argentina to the west, 
Uruguay has survived the competition 
from Buenos Aires and Rio de Janeiro 
to become the preferred hot spot for gay 
vacationers from South America—and 
now from around the world. 


Uruguay offers a variety of holiday 
activities to this new wave of 
tourists. The country features 
beautiful sandy beaches and 
rolling hills in the interior, a land 
mass of only 175 square 7™ 
kilometres and a national “3 
population of 3.5 million 
residents—almost fifty percent 
of whom, live in the capital city 
of Montevideo. 


Five years ago this month, 
the federal government passed 
a law protecting members of 
sexual minorities from physical 
and printed homophobic abuse. This 
was followed in November 2007 with 
the recognition of same-sex civil unions 
at the national level—the first country 
in South America to allow gay unions. 
The age of legal consentis eighteen and 
homosexual acts in public are still 
frowned upon, but the overall attitude 
in Uruguay is very gay-friendly. 


La Parilla 


The cities of Montevideo, Colonia and 
the coastal resort of Punta del Este— 
Star of the Golden Coast—are where 
most of the gay and gay-friendly 
businesses can be found. Although 
the riviera of Punta del Este is 
little-known to North Americans, it has 
star-pulling power and rivals many 
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other established gay destinations 
amongst the smart gay jet-set who are 
seeking someplace a little bit different 
from the norm. 


This small country has honestly earned 
its nickname of Uru-Gay, and on your first 
visit you will understand how this came 
about. 


The capital city, Montevideo, is rich in 
18" century Spanish history when it was 
founded as a military stronghold and

the Ciudad Vieja—Old City—offers many 
examples of the original buildings 
erected by the first settlers. This is the 
trendiest neighbourhood of the city and 
comes alive after dark as the 
entertainment hub of Montevideo. 
Within this historic neighbourhood 
one can also find a recent addition 
of the Park Of Sexual Diversity 
and The Gay and Lesbian 
Persecution Monument, 
inaugurated in February 
2005 in recognition of gay 
and lesbian Nazi persecution. 
It is located on Policia 
Vieja St., between Plaza de 
- la Constituci6n and Plaza 
Independencia. This is the 
first monument of its kind in 
South America and only the 
fourth in the world after 
; Amsterdam, New York and 
a San Francisco. This was a major 
accomplishment of which the local gay 
community is extremely proud and is 
another demonstration of the gay- 
friendly Uru-Gay people. Not surprisingly, 
here you will also find many gay and 
gay-friendly bars, restaurants and 
shops surrounding the park. 


Grill 


There are many historic sights 
throughout the Old City along cobbled 


streets and amongst beautiful parks and 
plazas, providing hours of walking 
pleasure and, of course, gastronomic 
delights. The Port Market is a collection 
of restaurants, bars and sidewalk cafés 
offering local culinary specialties and 
wines. One local custom that is always 
sure to please is Medio y Medio—a 
complimentary glass of local champagne 
and wine (red or white)—to enjoy as you 
peruse the menu. Of course, Uruguay is 
renowned for La Parrilla—local meats on 
the barbecue grill—accompanied 
by a wide variety of locally grown 
vegetable side dishes to 
complement your meal. You will 
also be pleasantly surprised at 
how good (and inexpensive!) the 
local wines prove to be—with a 
little advice from your waiter. 


Beside the Port Market is the 
Perez Castellano pedestrian 
street, which allows you to enjoy 
the sights and shops without any 
noisy traffic and journey back in 
time through this old Spanish 
settlement in peace and quiet. 
Outside of the Old City, 18 de Julio 
Street commemorates Uruguayan 
Independence Day. It is a very long 
promenade through the heart of 
Montevideo, where almost every major 
attraction is close to this street. It is lined 
with parks, plazas, monuments and 
breathtaking architectural examples of 
belle epoque and art deco buildings. The 
City of Montevideo publishes a very good 
map with a walking tour route that will 
allow you to see everything in just a few 
leisurely days of walking and stopping to 
enjoy the sights. 


The Plaza Independence Square in the 
heart of the city is the site of Placid 
Salvo gay bar—and, coincidentally, the 
Canadian Embassy. Although the gay 
bars in Montevideo do not open until very 
late at night, the maple leaf flag is flying 
on the edge of this plaza 24/7! The other 
gay bar Cain—the oldest gay bar in the 
city—is located at Cerro Largo 1833 at 
Arenal Grande. This bar—which is the 
most popular with locals and visitors 
alike—is located in an enormous heritage 
building and has multi-levels with three 
dance floors. Although there are only two 
gay bars in the city, there are a multitude 
of gay friendly establishments in which 
one can enjoy a mixture of straight, gay, 
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bisexual and transgendered patrons. 
Be prepared for interesting times late at 
night until early in the morning in this 
vibrant city. 


Of course, any city in the southern 
hemisphere bordered by the Atlantic 
Ocean on one side and a large river 
estuary on the other side is bound to have 
some spectacular beaches. Montevideo 
is no exception. Close to the city centre is 
Playa Ramirez. A short bus or taxi ride will 
take you to Playa Pocitos or Playa Malvin. 
Pack plenty of sun tan lotion as the rays 
here are very strong and during the winter 
months, there is very little cloud cover and 
the temperature averages in the low 
thirties. However, you will find plenty of 
beach bars and sidewalk cafés should 
you need to find some shade and 
refreshment. 


Shopping in Montevideo offers a wide 
variety of choices and prices are very low 
compared to those in Canada. There are 
major chain stores, small boutiques, local 
craft stores, markets and of course 
leather factories. Make sure your plastic 
is ready for a heavy hit, as there will be 
many irresistible must-have items that 
you will discover as you stroll along the 
charming city streets.

Montevideo.Streetscape 


Finding gay accommodations in 
Montevideo is a challenge, but the hostal 
La Puerto Negra is a charming gay bed 
and breakfast located in a residential 
neighbourhood within walking distance 
of the city centre and Old City. The 
rooms are large, the historic building 
is charming and the rates are very 
reasonable. Otherwise, the choices 
are very gay-friendly and most 
room rates in Montevideo are very 
affordable, depending on your choice 
of accommodation style and location. 


A short two-and-a-half-hour bus ride 
from Montevideo, the small town of 
Colonia will provide a complete change 
of pace from the big city. Here you will 
find Portuguese-style architecture and 
cobbled streets reminiscent of Lisbon, 
Portugal. Winding streets and colorful 
houses are laid out in a pattern different 
from most Spanish colonial cities, and are 
delight to explore. The historic quarter, 
Barrio Historica, on a small peninsula 
jutting out into the river, was named a 
World Heritage Site in 1995. The town’s 
history dates back to 1745 and you 
can see an historic drawbridge built 
at that time, the El Faro lighthouse 
built in 1857, or visit the Sunday market 
in Plaza Mayor. A day or two in Colonia 
is a perfect way to see 
another side of Uruguay’s 
unique appeal and history. 
The town produces a vast 
array of local textiles and 
has a free trade zone, 
enhancing the already low 
prices. 


Travelling north east for 
about 140 kilometres 
from Montevideo brings 
you to the upscale resort 
town of Punte del Este on 


the Atlantic coast. This small coastal town 
of just over ten thousand residents swells 
to a seasonal population of about one 
million people during the months of 
December to February. The beautiful 
beaches, casinos and entertainment 
attract many repeat visitors and 
newcomers alike who are making this the 
Riviera of South America not to be 
missed. The gay community is growing 
and now includes hotels, bars, 
restaurants and stores for a complete gay 
holiday experience. The beaches here 
offer everything from sailing in the 
Atlantic breezes on the calm waters to 
relaxing and sun tanning or surfing on the 
waves. No trip to Uruguay is complete 
without a visit to Punta del Este and the 
Monte Carlo style fun! 


For a small country you will be 
amazed at how much Uru-Gay has to 
offer and what an unspoiled (and 
relatively undiscovered) gay vacation 
playground awaits. 


There is also a very experienced GLBT 
tour company specialising in gay 
vacations in Uruguay but headquartered 
in the United States. Check them out at 
gay-uruguay.co, and they’ll be happy 
to provide the big gay welcome mat to 
assist with a vacation anywhere in 
this small country. They can arrange 
accommodations, tours and special 
activities to suit your personal idea of a 
perfect gay holiday.

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Fitness Travel Suggestions

Muscles have a memory. If you have 
a regular fitness routine at home, 
your muscles will remember what is 
required of them while working-out 
on vacation even if you can’t hit a 
gym as often.

4. Calisthenics such as jumping 


jacks or side bends. 
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he crisp fresh air, the crunch of 
colored leaves under foot and hot 
chocolate around the last bonfire of the 
season. Autumn is a perfect time for a 
vacation and there’s no better place to 
take in nature’s most colorful show than 
in New England. 


| flew into Albany, New York, rented a 
car and drove up state to Bolton Landing 
on Lake George. The small towns and 
villages were decorated with pumpkins, 
mums, scarecrows and gourds. | felt as 
if |had stepped onto one of the back lots 
at a Hollywood studio. Every leaf and 
acorn seemed to be in place as if a set 
decorator had just stamped their 
approval. 


| stayed at the Sagamore Hotel 
(www.thesagamore.com), which was 
originally opened in 1883 and built on 
the seventy-two acre Green Island. 
Throughout its history, the Sagamore has 
been a social center for the wealthy 
residents of Green Island and Millionaires 
Row, the stately mansions along the 
island’s west shore. (And location of my 
new summer home if | can help it!) The 
hotel burned to the ground twice and has 
been rebuilt to its original luxury. In the 
lobby over the fireplace is a painting of 
Ten Little Indians. | asked the General 
Manager if there were ever any 
mysterious occurrences like in Agatha 
Christie’s novel, Ten Little Indians (And 
Then There Were None.) He recounted 
several ghost stories, including a 
gentleman ghoul who frequents the 
elevator smelling of cigar, presumably 
making his way to his room from the old 
smoking lounge. One of my traveling 
buddies swears he saw a shadowy figure 
cross from his closet to the washroom in 
the middle of the night. 


If you’re more apt for outdoor activities 
than midnight spirit hunts, the 
Sagamore offers a host of activities 
including sailing school, a PGA golf 
course, tennis, racquetball and spa. The 
area surrounding the Sagamore is also 
rich in history. As early as 1642 the 
land was explored by the French. Fighting 
between the French, British, and Native 
population occurred on Lake George and 
is the setting of the novel and film, The 
Last of the Mohicans. 


One great way to take in the thirty-.two- 
mile lake and»the.fall foliage is aboard 
the Mohican, an early nineteenth century 
riverboat. (www.lakegeorgesteamboat.com) 
If you ask really nicely, you may Sneak your 
way into the Captain’s lookout and blow 
the horn. (Although trust me, there was 
groveling involved!) 


After a few days in up state New York, 
| drove to Vermont. One of the best 
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ways to take in the fresh fall air is on 
a motorbike, so | got myself a Harley 
Goldwing and took the scenic 
byway into Perkinsville where | 
checked into the Weathersfield Inn. 
(www.weatherfieldinn.com) The owners, 
Dave and Jane, purchased the Inn, which 
was originally built in 1792 and lovingly 
restored it. The once stagecoach stop has 
been serving travelers for over two 
hundred years. During the day, | visited a 
couple of local farms where | witnessed 
apples squished into cider in a press from 
the 1800’s and saw fresh maple syrup 
bottled. 


| experienced the most extravagant 
and thoughtful food at the Weathersfield 
Inn by their award winning Chef, Jason. 
Every dish is designed to highlight the 
bounty of local products. Farm-to-table is 
a way of life we’ve all but forgotten in 
metropolitan areas and their signature 
‘VerTerra’ cuisine is a reminder of what 
fresh really tastes like. 


Sagamore Hotel Sailing on Lake George 


Another added extra Dave and Jane 
provide is GPS (Global Positioning 
System) and Geocaching. Trust me, 
brainiacs, this is nerd central and you'll 
love it. For those of you more inclined to 
being in or around jocks than reading 
books, you'll have a great workout and 
have fun too. Geocaching is a new trend 
that’s quickly becoming a travel pastime 
and sport. The basic idea is by logging 
onto www.geocaching.com you can 
search by zip or postal code for a ‘treasure 
hunt’. The challenges vary in difficulty of 
terrain and sagaciousness, and require 
GPS to hunt for the ‘treasure’. These 
challenges offer some of the best-kept 
local secrets to tourists who are led on 
paths out of the ordinary. There are 
Geocaches all over the world and the best 
way to understand it is to do it. So get 
up, get GPS and go exploring! 


Mount Wa 
Princess Lot 


From Vermont, | made my way through 
the White Mountains of New Hampshire. 
The color was anything but bland. The 
maples were in their full flaming red glory 
and the hills were alive with the sound 
of... | mean, alive with vibrant colors. | 
drove into the small town of North Conway 
after being in a two-hour line of traffic. | 
thought | had left the rush hour of Los 
Angeles far behind me! Guess it serves 
me right for going with the rest of the 
country on Columbus Day weekend. The 
wait was definitely worth it, though. As | 
entered the vibrant town, it was clamoring 
with tourists at quaint shops and 
restaurants. Okay, actually it was worth 
the wait because there was a game of 
two-hand touch football going on in front 
of the Old Railroad Station in the park. 
Shirts versus Skins. It was like an 
Abercrombie and Fitch campaign with all 
the New England Ivy League boys. | got 
right in the middle of it. 


After | taught the American boys a thing 
or two about how it’s done in the 
Canadian Football League | wandered 
over to the Conway Scenic Railroad 
(www.conwayscenic.com) and got on 
board an old steam locomotive. | 
convinced the conductor and fireman to 
let me shovel some coal and we took the 
engine up and down the line. With my 
face still sweating and with coal dust on 
my hands, | jumped on one of the 
passenger trains and headed for the 
dining car. There is nothing like a good 
scotch on the rocks to make your way up 
the mountain by train. 


I stayed the nightatthe Mount Washington 
Resort, (www.mtwashington.com) a 
majestic crown jewel atop the mountain 
reminiscent of the White House. The 
downstairs bar is called the Cave 
appropriately so (as that is what it is) and 
was an active hang out during the 
Prohibition. | was happy to see it remains 
just as active today. The luxurious Mount 
Washington Resort was a nice contrast 
to the 1792 Weathersfield Inn, but after 


my day of football and playing train 
engineer it was lost on me. | would have 
been just as happy in a pile of hay and 
soon | was out for the night. 


Bright and early, | got up and drove 
towards the coast. The wonderful thing 
about New England is you can easily drive 
from one state to the next in a matter of 
hours. | arrived in Ogunquit, Maine and 
headed straight for the ocean. After being 
in the mountains for the past few days | 
started shedding layers quickly, getting 
down to a t-shirt. High seventies in mid- 
October, it doesn’t get better than this. | 
rented a sea kayak and jumped in the 
estuary off the back of my hotel, the 
Ogunquit River Plantation. | paddled out 
to the ocean and was astonished at the 
number of people at the beach flying 
kites, playing Frisbee and football and 
having picnics. | brought my kayak ashore 
and marveled at how the black jagged 
cliffs contrasted with the fine white sand 
beaches. 


| jogged with a group of surfers who 
were frantically pulling on their winter 
wetsuits and running towards the shore. 
An awesome swell was just coming up 
and.these guys were wasting no time in 
getting to it. | met a nice mix of locals 
and tourists on the beach and a large 
majority was French Canadian and we 
had a fun time kibitzing en Francais. 


When in Maine, eat like a seaman. | 
had clam chowder, lobster, snow crab, 
and things with more eyes and legs than 
I'd care to imagine. | actually got on board 
a lobster boat in the afternoon with a 
young fisherman in his twenties. Most of 
the guys are young since being out on the 
sea is tough work. | asked Christopher, 
my friendly fisherman, how you tell the 
difference between a boy lobster and a 
girl lobster. He flipped a couple over and 
explained the boy lobsters have hard 
genitals. Go figure. 


One of my favorite towns in New 
England is Kennebunkport, Maine and | 
decided to spend a few days there at the 
historic Nonantum Resort built in the 
1880's (www.nonantumresort.com). The 
only room they had available was the 
Bridal Suite but | didn’t object, as | love a 
big Jacuzzi! The Victorian-era wallpaper, 
four-poster bed and corner black iron 
fireplace were cute, but | felt like | had 
stumbled into my great, great, 
grandmother’s bedroom. All that was 
missing was needlepoint on the 
nightstand. What my bedroom lacked in 
testosterone was made up for in the foyer 
and porch, where they serve hot apple 
cider and fresh baked cookies in the 
afternoon. 


There are several sailboats that offer 
chartered voyages and | hopped aboard 
one with a handsome Captain. He taught 
me how to raise the sails, tie a cork knot 
and even let me get behind the wheel. 
Breathing the salt air, feeling the wind 
rake through my hair and taking in 
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Kennebunkport by boat is amazing. Along 
the coastline | saw the summer estates 
of some of the wealthiest families 
including the Molson’s of Montréal and 
the Bush’s of well... the Presidency.

My last state was Massachusetts and 
my town of choice was Salem, founded 
in 1626 and home of the infamous 1692 
Witch Trials where nineteen men and 
women were hung and one was crushed 
to death on a sentence of witchcraft. I’m 
not one to get heebie-geebies but there 
was definitely an unéasy energy in the air 
as | entered town. Other people sense it 
too and as many as fifty to Seventy 
thousand people descend on the old 
village every year to celebrate Halloween. 


Salem is most well known for its Wicca 
practitioners or alleged practitioners but 
it was also the home for many~a_pirate 
ship and one old tall ship still sits insits 
port. The cemeteries and old architecture 
in Salem are an American historian’s 
dream with tombstones and building 
placards dating back to the early 1600's. 
Down Hardy Street | stumbled upon the 
House of the Seven Gables, the setting 
of the great American novelist, Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s book of the same name. 
With the Puritans being the first settled 
in the area, the history is rich and 
flabbergasting. This is the town of the 
Scarlet Letter—an actual blood red letter 
A—that accused adulterers had to sew 
onto their clothing. 


From a frost-covered morning in the 
White Mountains to pumpkin picking on 
a Vermont farm to playing rugby and 
landing with your arms around the cute 
blue-eyed guy in a pile of leaves... Autumn 
is a great time to take in the adventures 
of the outdoors and there’s no more 
beautiful place to do it in Technicolor than 
New England. W

HA rove lam not completely jaded 


and crusty just yet, attending a media 
launch does make me_ naturally 
ambivalent, since one of two major 
moods tends to prevail. It’s a toss up 
between: (a) one of great expectation as 
| wait patiently, anticipating a significant 
product or service announcement that 
will prove to be beneficial for the general 
public, or (b) one of healthy skepticism 
as | anxiously wonder what ridiculous bill 
of goods the presenters will attempt to 
force-feed the unsuspecting masses, 
yet again! So let’s lose the suspense 
regarding a recently attended event and 
cut right to the chase, shall we? 


“Hate-motivated crime is 
one of the most heinous 
offences in society. The 
Toronto Police Service, in 
partnership with our diverse 
communities, is committed 
to hate-crime prevention and 
to education regarding 
patterns of behaviour, which 
may lead to the commission 
of such crime. Our un- 
wavering commitment is to 
work together to make a safe 
society of which we can be proud. And 
our dedication to get this right cannot be 
over-emphasized,” said William Blair, 
Chief of Police. 


Whew! Thankfully there was no need 
to be a nervous Nellie after all, since the 
details of the “Report Homophobic 
Violence, Period” education/awareness 
campaign that’s focused primarily at 
youth, could indeed prove to be 
exceedingly beneficial for the general 
public. 


“We want to solve current problems, 
prevent future crimes and take the 
appropriate steps against the 
perpetrators,” Chief Blair continued, to a 
loud round of applause. 


Hence the RHVP campaign’s launch of 
the following three slogans, “Fight hate 
crime with courage”; “Take back your 
school from hate crimes”; “Prove them 
wrong, fight hate crime” will be utilized to 
encourage and educate the victims, the 
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bystanders and the perpetrators. But as 
Staff Superintendent, Jeff McGuire, made 
clear in his opening remarks, it takes a 
village! 


RHVP is an initiative of the Toronto 
Police Service’s LGBT Community 
Consultative Committee and twenty-one 
organizations and service providers such 
as: Central Toronto Youth Services, 
Lesbian Gay Bi Trans Youth-line, Toronto 
Bisexual Network, PFLAG Canada, Toronto 
Crime Stoppers, Aids Committee of 
Toronto, Proud FM, George Brown College, 
Egale Canada, Victim Services Toronto, 
Centre for Addiction and Mental Health, 
Pride Toronto, Supporting Our Youth, and 
more, working together to put an end to 
such horrifying statistics as: hate crimes 
predominantly affect youth between 
twelve and twenty-four as either victims 
or perpetrators; fifty-six per cent of 
all hate crimes motivated by sexual 
orientation were violent; educational 
facilities were the second most likely 
place for hate crimes to occur; only the 
most prominent gay related hate crimes 
ever get reported, and 
unfortunately, those 
disturbing examples are 
just the tip of the iceberg! 


“Il commend = our 
community partners for 
their hard work and 
dedication in the areas 
of education, crime 
prevention, helping people 
report crime, and victim 
support. Your focus on 
youth is especially 
admirable,” said Chief Blair. 


Alongside Chief Blair, that well- 
attended media event’s’ other 
distinguished guests included: Chair of 
the Toronto Police Service’s Board, Alok 
Mukherjee, (who said, “This education is 
a critical first step in stopping 
homophobic hate in its tracks.”); 
Executive Director of Pride Toronto, 
Fatima Amarshi (“RHVP is another 
example of how our community stands 
unified against hate crimes.”); Executive 
Director of Egale Canada, Helen Kennedy 
(“This initiative is a huge step forward! 
Plans are underway to take this important 
program across Canada, including 
outlying areas that lack the resources to 
fight against hatred in a significant way.”); 
Toronto City Councilor, Kyle Rae; Civilian 
Co-Chair of the TPS/LGBT Community 
Consultative Committee, Dean Ross; and 
Triangle Program student, Jen Blaser, who 
spoke briefly and eloquently of her own 
personal victimization and harassment. 
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As well, a richly deserved round of 
applause acknowledged LGBT Liaison 
Officer, Constable Tom Decker, for his 
ceaseless efforts regarding this 
groundbreaking initiative. 


In RHVP’s plan to reach J 
today’s technically savvy 
youth, the Internet will be a 
heavily used tool for 
educational purposes. 
Therefore, the informative 
video featuring out actor, 
Adamo Ruggiero (Degrassi: 
The Next Generation) that 
was originally played in 
heavy rotation on giant 
video screens during Pride 
Week, is now accessible 
online for additional 
viewing. The short, punchy 
message is definitely worth checking out, 
so just hit Google to see it for yourself! 


As well, posters, postcards, stickers, 
brochures and radio announcements will 
also be used in RHVP’s campaign to stop 
hatred. “If we can nip homophobic and 
trans-phobic violence in the bud with 
young people, then that’s the best chance 
of preventing hate crimes from happening 


down the road,” said Constable Decker, 
who also readily acknowledges the 
community’s ongoing support in 
providing, “resources, compassion and 
goodwill.” 


| can only hope, when 
attending future media 
launches, that they’ll 
prove to be as gratifying 
as this one! But until then, 
let’s all hope that the 
mobilization of the Toronto 
Police Service’s pro-active 
measures, along with 
their efforts to maintain 
a credible, trustworthy 
presence within the 
community, uphold the flow 
of information between the 
diverse community partners 
and to maintain respect for each other 
and the extraordinary leadership and 
courage of all involved parties, will result 
in safety, security and social justice for 
everyone within our city. Amen. W

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Summer Fitness

ell we made it into the heart of 
summer. Yay! We spend a lot of time 
indoors much of the year and since 
summer simply doesn’t last long 
enough, it’s time to get out and make the 
most of the outdoors. How about hitting 
the beach? Not only is the beach perfect 
for fun in the sun and surf, but it can add 
fun and variety to your exercise 
routine. There are a number of exercise 
opportunities at the beach and of course, 
swimming is the most obvious. If you’re 
a capable swimmer, just go out a little 
offshore (within standing depth, providing 
there are no rip currents or marine life 
concerns) and enjoy your favourite stroke 
(no pun intended.) Swim parallel to the 
shore. This is an excellent cardio activity 
and also incorporates the use of most of 
the bodies’ muscle groups. As far as 
activities on land, | have a few fun and 
somewhat physically demanding 
suggestions. Many beaches have 
designated circuit-training areas and if 
they don’t, there are number of exercises 
that can be performed using objects such 
as a log, a flat rock or a sea wall. Don’t 
forget: 


e Always start your workout with some 
slight stretches to warm up 


e Always allow time for cool down 
stretches 

e Wear proper attire and footwear 
when appropriate 

e Even in cloudy weather, sunblock is 
a must 


FITNESS QUESTION... 
How would | do it? 


Welcome to my new question and 
answer column, where readers have 
asked me fitness-related questions. So 
how would | do it? Well, let’s get this 
rolling with this month’s question from 
Tim P. in Toronto: 


Ryan, my weight training routine has 
helped me gain great muscle mass. 
What would you recommend in order 
to gain better definition without 
decreasing too much mass? 


Here’s what | would do: 


| would reduce my weight level in order 
to perform three to four sets of at least 
twelve to fifteen repetitions. If you find 
you can only perform eleven reps or 
less, then the weight level is too heavy 
and you’re not training in a defining 
range. Less is more in this case.

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Step-ups are another excellent and 
easily-performed exercise. Look for a 
bench, sturdy log or circuit training 
area to perform step- ups. Your foot stays 
planted on the bench and with your body 
straight (if that’s possible) and your hands 
on your hips, lift up and lower yourself 
back down repeatedly with the same leg. 
If you’re a beginner keep the step height 
low. Repeat ten to twenty times per leg. 
Repeat with your other leg. Remember, 
when stepping from the sand, your 
balance is of utmost importance. 


If you’ve ever walked briskly in the 
sand, you'll know it requires more than 
the usual effort. Try stepping it up a notch 
and enjoy a_ comfortable 
jog. Running in the sand does 
come with risks as it applies extra 
strain on the ankles and knees 
and even hips, so keep that in 
mind. The muscles targeted while 
performing in the sand give an 
excellent overall lower- body 
workout including your 
quadriceps, calves, hamstrings, 
and gluteals. 


If you are able to use a circuit 
area on the beach, there will be 
stations with instructions on the 
different types of exercise you can 
perform, such as tricep dips, 
pull-ups and even abdominal 
crunches. 


Another easily-performed 
exercise and one that targets the 
very important thighs is known 
as cross-stepping or side- 
stepping. Cross-stepping in the 
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sand works the inner and 
outer thighs and is good for 
strengthening the ankles. 
Beginners can try cross- 
stepping on the pavement a 
couple of times before 
advancing to the sand. ler 


Push-ups in the sand are 
another difficult exercise 
and require more stabilizer 
muscle involvement. This is 
a simple exercise and can 
be performed as a regular 
push-up or in the incline 
position. 


Another very popular beach exercise 
activity is the coveted beach 
volleyball. This is great fun and an 
excellent social activity and in most 
cases, anybody can participate. It’s 
also a great way to make friends and even 
meet Mister or Miss Right. 


Well, that should get you started on 
making the most of summer while 
enjoying the outdoors and some new 
ideas for exercising. Don’t forget, always 
hydrate, use sunscreen and show-off that 
beautiful body of yours! W
